THE "WAR TAX" AGAIN' 


Soo Lino Comptroller Issues Circular 


Dealing Wit hLaw. 


Circular No. 17, just Issue dfrom 


the office of Comptroller C. W. Gard- 
ner oi the 
Soo line, Minneapolis, 


deals with the new "war tax" as af- 
fecting 
railroads. 
The circular is 


addressed to "All agents, conductors 
and others concerned" and stales, in 
part, as follows: 


'"On and after December 1, 1914, 


it shall be the duty of every railroad 
company to issue to the shipper or 
consignor or his agent a bill of lad- 
ing or receipt for each shipment re- 
ceived for transportation. 
Failure to 


issue bills of lading or receipt sub- 
jects this company to a penalty, of 
$50 for each offense. 
The law re- 


quires that the shipper shall duly at- 
tach to each bill of lading or receipt 
an internal revenue stamp of the val- 
ue of one cent, and that the shipper, 
after affixing stamp shall write 
or 


stamp thereon the initials 
of | his 


name and date used. Please inform 
shippers of these provisions ot 
the 


law. It has been ruled that it is nec- 
essary that revenue stamp shall be 
affixed to each bill of lading or re- 
ceipt before same can be signed by 
the railroad's agents. 


•"The act also provides for the pay- 


ment of a revenue tax of one <:ent 
each on seats and berths sold in par- 
lor and sleeping cars, to be paid for 
each month by the company. Tl ere 
must also be a tax on all 
bicycles, 


tricycles, baby buggies, dogs and oth- 
er shipments handled on passenger 
trains with the exception of excess 
baggage. 
i 


The above rules apply to all 
the 


railroads as well as the Soo Line, and 
shippers will govern themselves ac- 
cordingly.

AND DROPS DEAD 


An echo of the famous Lord and" 


Emery murder case came in the des- 
patches Friday when 
it 
was 
an- 


nounced that David Jacobs had suc- 
cumbed to an attack of heart disease 
after being liberated from the state 
prison on parole and eaten a Thanks- 
giving dinner. 


Jacobs was the 
father 
of 
"the 


woman in the case" and 
pleaded 


guilty to being an accomplice in the 
murder of Peter Houston, his son-in- 
iaw. 
Lord was an elderly man and 


was infatuated with a daughter of 
Jacobs. 
She, 
however, abandoned 


him after a time and married Hous- 
ton. Lord boarded with Emery, who 
was a tenant on his farm, and they 
with Jacobs went to 
the 
Houston 


home one evening and shot Houston 
as he was eating supper, the charge 
passing through a window. 
Jacobs 


pleaded guilty and Lord and Emery 
were convicted of murder at the sec- 
ond trial. The despatch from Wau- 
pun says: 


"David Jacobs, 'sixty, 
convicted 


murderer, did not die m prison. 
His 


body is being taken back home, to 
Altoona, by his son, who came 
to 


fetch the father after twenty years 
had been served in the penitentiary 
of what was to be a life term: 
The 


convict had been an exemplary pris- 
oner, and in recognition of this fact, 
his prayer for a parole 
had 
been 


granted by the pardon board and ap- 
proved by the governor. Father and 
son went to a restaurant for their 
Thanksgiving dinner, it being 
too 


late to reach the Altoona home 
in 


time to observe the day 
with 
the 


family. 
A few 
minutes after 
the 


meal the former convict was strick- 
en by heart disease 
and 
dropped 


dead in the street. His wish, that he 
might not die in prison, had come 
•true."

THE "WAR TAX" AGAIX 


Soo Line Comptroller Issues Circular 


Dealing Wit 


Circular No. 17, just issue dfrom 


the office of Comptroller C. W. Gard- 
ner of the 
Soo line, 
Minneapolis, 


deals with the new "war tax" as af- 
fecting 
railroads. 
The circular is 


addressed to "All agents, conductors 
and others concerned" and states, in 
part, as follows: 


'"On and after December 1, 1914, 


it shall be the duty of every railroad 
company to issue to the shipper or 
consignor or his agent a bill of lad- 
ing or receipt for each shipm'ent re- 
ceived for transportation. Failure to 
issue bills of lading or receipt sub- 
jects this company to a penalty^ of 
$50 for each offense. 
The law re- 


quires that the shipper shall duly at- 
tach to each bill of lading or receipt 
an internal revenue stamp of the val- 
ue of one cent, and that the shipper, 
after affixing stamp shall write T or 
stamp thereon the initials 
of | his 


name and date used. 
Please inform 


shippers of these provisions of 
the 


law. It has been ruled that it is nec- 
essary that revenue stamp shall be 
affixed to each bill of lading- or re- 
ceipt before same can be signedj by 
the railroad's agents.

BOON FOR THE SHIPWRECKED 


Life Preserver Invented by a German 


Enables Person to Remain Afloat 


For Days. 


Hundreds of inventions for the pres- 


ervation of life in case of shipwreck 
have recently been tested, but what 
seems to be the safest Is a suit which 
takes the form of a combination of 
life-belt and suit made of watertight 
canvas, which envelops the whole per- 
son. The suit has sleeves ending In 
gloves, and there is a port-hole in the 
head, which can be closed when tho 
weather is rough. 
When this port- 


hole la closed, air enters through a 
tube above the head, this tube being 
so constructed that no wate^ can en- 
ter. 


Furnished with this device, it li 


claimed that a passenger might be 
thrown Into mid-Atlantic and live In 
comfort for many days, while waiting 
to be picked up, for the suit can be 
equipped wtlh sufficient food and drink 
to keep a shipwrecked passenger alive 
for a week or more. 


A man or woman using thlg device 


stands with feet In a eort of bucket, 
which forms the base. This bucket 
takes In a certain quantity of water, 
which acts as ballast and keep the life- 
saver and Its occupant upright. 


Furthermore, the apparatus Is pro- 


vided with a revolver and signal lights 
with which the shipwrecked passenger 
can signal for help by day or night. 
Attached to the apparatus are ropes 
by which two or three people can keep 
themselves afloat If they have not the 
good fortune to have one of these life- 
saving suits. 


The suit is the invention of a Ger- 


man named Gustavo Hernrich, and h<? 
declares that It will deprive shipwreck 
of all Its terrors in all circumstances.

you that tbe letters stand for "Save 
our ship," "Send out succor." "Sink 
or swim," or some such meaning. 
The letters signify nothing but that a 
ship is in distress and In need of as- 
sistance. The call is used by all na- 
tions as a universal code, so that any 
wireless operator, regardless of the 
language he speaks, can Immediately 
intercept the call of distress. 
Inas- 


much as the call is in use by all coun- 
tries. It can be seen that the signal 
can have no meaning in any language. 
The character of the code makes It a 
call that can be picked out easily from 
ether signals, being composed of three 
dots, three dashes, three dots.—Ocean 
Wireless News.

Famous Polish City of Cracow Four 


Tlmei Under Domination of 


Invading Army. 


"Cracow, in Poland, which has been 


the object ot the Serceat fighting be- 
tween Germans, Austrlana, and RUB- 
elans. IB a city little known to Ameri- 
cans, but rich in historic interest and 
one of the most wonderful cities in the 
world," said Louis Lawlor of New 
York, a. world traveler. "Cracow, It is 
Bald, was founded by Krakus, builder 
of the fortress known as Wawel, and 
until 1784 all of Poland's kings were 
crowned there. 


"The sacred shrine of Cracow is the 


Wawei, a. small fortified city Including 
a cathedral, chapels, barracks, dwell- 
ing houses, and courtyards, all sur- 
rounded by a high wall with corner 
towers. The cathedral crypt Is the 
resting place of most of the monarcha 
of Poland. Wawel lately has been re- 
stored. With ItB gold, silver, Jewelu, 
stained glass, sculptures, metal carv- 
inge, and marbles, the cathedral is cf 
great interest to all students of art 
and history. The great altar is sap- 
ported by tour maralve columns. 


"The University ot Cracow was 


founded in 1364 and grew into a uni- 
versity from a library founded by Casl- 
mir the Great. In the city square is a 
stone tablet commemorative of the 
spot where in 1794 Kosctasko assumed 
command of the Polish army. It is 
said that the playhouse at Cracow is 
one of the most wonderful in Europe, 
and many famous plays have bad their 
original production there. The city of 
Cracow was four times in the hands 
of foreign invaders. It is not BO Euro- 
pean a metropolis as Warsaw, but has 
always remained a characteristic Pol- 
ish town. Should the fortunes of war 
bring another invasion of Cracow the 
Inhabitants would not be surprised, 
for at different times the Bohemian. 
Mongol, Prussian, Swede, Tartar, Rus- 
sian, 
and 
Austrian 
armies 
have 


marched through its streets. It Is one 
of the important strongholds of Aus- 
Jria."

Noted American Soldier. 


William Irvine, one of the descend- 


ants of a notable family of soldiers, 
was born at Enniskillen, Ireland, No- 
vember 3, 1741. 
His grandfather was 


an officer in the corps of the grena- 
diers which fought so fiercely at the 
battle of the Boyne. 
In 1776 he and 


many others were taken prisoners at 
Trois Rivieres, were confined at Que- 
bec, and were not exchanged until 
1778, when he was put in command 
of the Second Pennsylvania brigade 
with the rank of brigadier general. 
He was sent to Fort Pitt in 1782 to 
guard the western frontier. 
In 1786 


he was elected to congress from the 
Carlisle district.

Having settled in Phila- 


delphia in 1801 he was made superin- 
tendent of military stores and died 
In that city July 29, 1894. He was for 
a time president of the Society of the 
Cincinnati at Pennsylvania.

Madison.—Wisconsin now has 47,165 


silos, according to the report of Sec- 
retary J. C. McKenzie, Wisconsin 
State Board ot Agriculture. The ac- 
tual increase in the number of silos 
is near twenty per cent, says the re- 
port which deals with Wisconsin farm 
crops. The report says: 


"With an increased number of re- 


porters in all sections of Wisconsin 
over the number reporting to this of- 
fice one year ago, we have made an 
effort to secure more accurate esti- 
mates on the number of silos in Wis- 
consin, and submit, herewith, tables 
showing the number credited to each 
county in the state. The report shows 
a total number of 47,165. This would 
indicate an increase ot thirteen per 
cent over the number reported in 
1913. 
The actual increase, hov.Wer, 


is nearer twenty per cent. 


"The average yield of clover seed 


for the state is 2.5 bushels and the 
quality of the product is 94.9 per cent. 
The average yield of timothy seed is 
5.3 bushels and 'the quality of the 
product is 93.6 per cent. 


"The percentage of the"1914 products 


jemajnin^ in the hands of the farmer 
on Nov. 1, is as follows: Wheat 81.3 
per cent; rye, 74.1; barley, 77.8; oats, 
85.3; corn, 91.5; buckwheat, 86.9; flax, 
88.2; 
clover seed, 85.2; timothy seed, 


81.9; beans, 87.1; peas, 46.6; potatoes, 
62.5; 
sugar beeta, 44.5; tame hay, 88. 


"Following is the comparative acre- 


age and condition ot seeding for the 
season 1914: Timothy, acreage 97, con-

They do not make it pleas- 


ant for the help on the i'arm. 
There 


may be some -truth-in this, but the 
man '.who wrote the Hem does not 
give the formula for making it pleas- 
ant, for a farm hand. •. It he had for- 
mulated a set of rules that the farm- 
er might have had printed and hung 
them, .up behind-the kitchen stove, 
and nailed another'set to the barn 
door where they would'be handy for 
him to refer to in. case • he became 
confused in the management of the 
help his Item might have been of 
value. 
Now we never worked on a 


farm, but imagine .something like the 
following yrould appeal to the aver- 
age young man who has decided to 
make a life business of farming: 


1.- Never call the hired man be- 


fore 8 o'clock in' the morning, es- 
pecially in winter, and if he merely 
rolls over and grunts, tiptoe careful- 
ly away from the door so as not to 
disturb his slumbers.

2. 
Always have a stove in the 


hired man's room and during the win- 
ter months it would be a good idei to 
start the fire in his room at about 


town when you need anything In- 
stead of going yourself. 
Start him 


off as soon as he has had breakfast 
and tell him he need not hurry back. 
It would also add to his enjoyment if 
you would slip him a couple of dol- 
lars out of your own pocket for him 
to spend while in the city.

On very cold mornings it might 


be well to serve the man's breakfast 
In bed to him.

LOOK FOR STRONG ADVANCE 


Germans Believed to Be 
Preparing

London, Nov. 23.—Developments of 


the last few days indicate that the 
Germans are preparing to make an- 
other desperate effort for a dash into 
France. It is expected they will at- 
tempt to get through to the French 
coast and perhaps to force the lino 
of French fortresses in the Argonne 
region. 


The Germans have been 
violently 


bombarding Ypres in Flanders, Sols- 
sons, in the Alsne valley, and Reims 
while they have been making attacks 
In force in the Argonne region. The 
French claim that the assaults In the 
last named region have been repulsed, 
while the Germans say that they have 
been gaining ground steadily. 


In order to ward off the possibilities 


of the Germans again trying to move 
along the coast the British fleet has 
been bombarding their positions from 
the sea. 


British Squadron Driven Back. 


The official statement given out in 


Berlin today was as follows: 


"Fighting continues at Nieuport and 


at Ypres. A small British squadron 
twice approached the coast, but was 
driven off by our artillery. The Brit- 
tish naval guns had no effect. 


"In the forest of the Argonne we 


are gaining ground step by step, one 
trench after another, and one point of 
support after another being wrested 
from the French and a number of 
prisoners being taken dally. 


"A violent reconnoitering expedition 


against our position on the east of the 
Moselle river was made Ineffective by 
our counter-attack."

All papers upon which a stamp tax 
is levied that, are executed on and af- 
ler "December 1st w i t h o u t having the 
proper stamp attached are null and 
void, and in addition thereto the par- 
ty executing such a paper without 
the payment of the tax becomes li- 
able to a severe fine. 


The tax on cosmetics, perfumes, 


toilet articles, etc., is at the rate of 
•/s cent for each o-cent package, 
Vi 


cent for a retail value of over 5 10 
10 cents, % cents to 15 cents, % 
cent to 25 cents, and % cent addi- 
tional for eacli 25 cents of additional 
value or fractional part there-ol. All 
goods in stock of retail dealers on 
December 1st, to which' the tax ap- 
pl'es, will have to be stamped before 
being sold, and all goods placed up- 
on the market by the manufacturer 
on and after that date will have lo 
be slumped by him. 
Chewing gum 


is Laxed at the rate of of 4 cents for 
each package or cavton of the retail 
value of $1.00, and all gum in the 
bands of dealers on December 1st 
will be required to be stamped be- 
fore being sold.

flower. The seedlings, except radishes, 
should be transplanted twice before 
setting out in their permanent places, 
and radish seed may he sown between 
the roivs ot lettuce, cabbage, etc., aft- 
er they have been set out in frames. 
Space the young plants in the frames 
about nine inches apart. 


Where the weather is mild the first 


crop of lettuce muy be matured Iu the 
cold frame if double glass sash are 
used at night 
The cabbage, cauli- 


flower and spinach should be trans- 
planted first into the co'd frame; later, 
when well started, into the hotbed. 
Dig a pit the size of the' frame and 
two feet deep, setting the lower part 
of the frame into it, providing proper 
drainage; at the bottom of the pit 
spread n loyer of straw to keep the ma- 
nure from the cold earth. 
On this 


spread from twelve to thirty inches of 
fermenting manure, made by stacking 
fresh, loose manure in a long, shallow, 
square topped pile, keeping it moist 
but not wet, aud making the fermenta- 
tion even by turning occasionally. 
When the manure is steaming it is 
then ready for use; spread the ma- 
nure evenly, pack It down with n fork, 
leaving It for a fetv days; before 
tramping it fill all the corners, and 
when warmed up again tramp thor- 
oughly.

containing a large amount of snarl and 
humus, and a compost of rotted sods 
•with one-third bulk of rotted manure;

WHY .NOT MAKK IT PKK.MANK.NT. 


This is the week that the Merchants and Miinui'aeturere Association 


bet for "Tradeiat Home" Week. It was a good idea, and while everybody 
in the city may not heed the call maybe there are some that will, and if 
only a few are influenced by the idea it will gradually have its effect. 


There is more to this trading at home proposition than most people 


imagine, and it does more for the town than almost anything else that can 
be done. The man who has the trade at home idea thoroughly grounded 
in his system will always be a booster for the town, no matter what his 
station in life. 
He becomes a convert unconsciously and he cannot help 


saying a good word for one of the home institutions even it he has never 
studied the subje:t very closely and does not pretend to be a theorist on 
the subject. 


There is a nice little city not over a thousand miles from Grand Rapids 


where they have the trade at home habit to an exagerated extent. They 
have practiced it for so long that it has become a sort of a religion with 
them. The consequence is that the city has a reputation all over the state 
for this characteristic, and when anybody speaks of that place they always 
admit that it is one of the bebt little cities in he state. 
They also gener- 


ally mention that the people here are great when it comes to sticking to- 
gether, and say that the prosperity of the town is largely due to this fact. 


There is no reason why Grand Rapids should not be as muc hot a city 


as any of them. Get the trad eat home spirit and practice it and you will 
aot have to worry about what the other fellow Is doing along this line. He 
will come to it in time if he sees that his neighbors are practicing the cus- 


tom. 
Set the example yourself. 


An exchange says that farmers are 


continually kicking because It is im- 
pissible for them to keep help, when 
as a matter of fact it is all their own 
fault. 
They do not make it pleas- 


ant for the help on the farm. There 
may be some truth in this, but the 
man who wrote the item does not 
give the formula for making it pleas- 
ant for a farm hand. If he had for- 
mulated a set of rules that the farm- 
er might have had printed and hung 
them up behind the kitchen stove, 
and nailed another set to the barn 
door where they would be handy for 
him to refer to in case he became 
confused in the management of the 
help his item might have been of 
value. 
Now we never worked on a 


farm, but imagine something like the 
following would appeal to the aver- 
age young man who has decided to 
make a life business of farming: 


1. Never call the hired man be- 


fore 8 o'clock in the morning, es- 
pecially in winter, and if he merely 
rolls over and grunts, tiptoe careful- 
ly away from the door so as not to 
disturb his slumbers. 


2. 
Always have a stove in the 


hired man's room and during the win- 
ter months it would be a good idei to 
start the hre in his room at about 
seven o'clock so that he will not have! 
to get up in the cold. 
| 


3. 
The man should have Sunday i 


entirely to himself and also be given i 
a lew afternoons off during the weekj' 
and in case he is out late to a dance I 
should not be wakened next morning ' 
until noon. Of course he should also 
have all holidays to himself to go 
to town and celebrate with the boys. 


4.i A hired man should never be 


asked to carry in wood, milk 
the 


cows, build the kitchen hre, dig po- 
tatoes or anything ol this sort. This 
is a woman's work, and the farmer i 
should govern himself accordingly. 


5. 
The man should be given the 


use of the best driving horse and top 
'buggy on Sundays, holidays and eve- 
nings, and in case he is tired from 
the day's work the man of the house 
should hitch it up for him. 


6. 
Cutting wood with a bucksaw 


is objectionable to many men and no 
self 
>•. specting hired man could be 


expc e ad to perform menial labor of 
this 
ort. ^Have your wood sawed 


with a gasoline engine or do it your- 
self. 


7. 
Always send the hired man to 


town when you need anything In- 
stead of going yourself. Start him 
off as soon as he has had breakfast 
and tell him he need not hurry hack. 
It would also add to his enjoyment if 
you would slip him a couple of dol- 
lars out of your own pocket for him 
to spend while in the city. 


8. 
On very cold mornings it might 


be well to serve the man's breakfast 
in bed to him. As long as you are 
going to make it pleasant for him you 
might as well do your best. 


9. 
Scientiests tell us that it is 


unhealthy to go to work right after 
eating, so the farmer should see that 
the man has a good rest after each 
meal, say from twenty minutes to an 
hour. 


10. Treat him as one of the fami- 


ly. Encourage him to use the par- 
lor to loaf in, and if he wants to take 
the oldest girl to the dance, slap him 
on the back and tell him he Is a 
good fellow. 


These ten rules, wth a ifew more 


that any wide-awake 
farmer 
can 


think up, should add considerably to' 
the pleasure of working on a farm 
and if the man is not contented i 
must be that there is something the 
matter with the grub, or that the 
slats in his bed stick up thru thi 
straw tick and wear blisters on hi 
shoulder blades. 
Look around am 


find out what is the matter, Repape 
his room, put a brussels carpet 01 
the floor, buy him a thirty dollar mat 
tress and hang some pictures on the 
wall. 
If he is still discontented do 


not send him to w^rk until ten in the 
morning and knock off at tour in the 
afternoon, giving him all the light 
jobs while you do the heavy ones 
yourself. 
This matter of securing 


ht-lp on the farm is becoming a, se'i- 
o'ls problem, and farmers v/ill do 
veil to memniize the above iiiios 
at their earliest convenience apil ap- 
ply them in their every day work

How to Make More Space For Hang- 


ing Clothing. 


A clever closet arrangement made 


by u woman who found too little closet 
room In her small house is an Idea well 
worth passing on. 
She had a car- 


penter put up a shelf eighteen inches 
wide by Qfty-six Inches long and six- 
ty inches from the floor. On top he 
built three hatboxes eighteen inches 
square, with drop fronts instead of 
covers ;uid snap catch bolts to fnsten 
them with. Under the shelf be put a 
wooden curtniu pole halfway between 
the edge of the shelf and the wall and 
three inches from the shelf. The clever 
woman herself painted and enameled 
the shelf and boxes white, fastened a 
small brass rod around the shelf and 
made a curtain of dark blue denim, 
making n cut out applique border of 
the wrong side of the denim, which 
was pale blur, and buttouholing the 
edge with w dte.

of pure blood and less than I per cent 
of impure blood rrhich Its ancestry on 
the dam's side originally possessed. To 
all intents and purposes the cows fi'on 
the sixth cross of the pure bred sire 
will be as useful as pure breds. but 
they are not and can never be pure 
breds. 
A bull calf from one of these 


cows and by a pure bred sire should 
not be retained for breeding purposes. 
An outcross of that kind would tend

How to Launder Fine Nets and Lace 


Curtains. 


Thu best process for washing fine 


nets and lace curtains is to wash tbem 
In warm water, not too hot. and the1 
best naphtha soap. 
To wash them in 


too hot water makes them tender and 
causes the threads to break. 
After 


washing out the dust in warm water 
soap them and allow ^liem to stand 
for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Then 


wash them by hand and always wring 
Ince curtains carefully through 
the 


wringer, never by band. That strains 
them niid causes them to break Iu 
places. Rinse well in cold wnter. then 
starch with warm stnix-h. If this proc- 
ess does not whiten them, scald but 
do not boil them. This is the best way 
to wash line curtains, especially ecru 
colored.

of killing o man of ihe enorny a man 
of the nation may be made broader 
and better and more useful. Money 
spent for education, for better living 
conditions, for better sanitary condi- 
tion.s for the u p b u i l d i n g of the arts 
and ot commerce would add perma- 
nently to the wealth of the nation, 
material, moral and .spiritual, 
spent in killing men of other nations, 
except in necessary self-defense, is aji 
absolute waste. 


Europe's statesmen and financiers

grasp this truth. They are not thus 
mentally flcTicient. 
They have lack- 


ed the will and moral strength lo act 
upon a t r u t h well understood.—Chi- 
cago Record.

FORCING WINTER VEGETABLES 


Essentials to Success and Vsrieties 


That Are Suitable. 
I 


The first step toward securing our 


own winter vegetables when our less 
industrious and farslghted neighbors 
are paying high prices Is to buy a lew 
sash and frames, writes Edward K. 
Parkinson in the New York Evening 
Post These may be purchased glazed, 
painted and all ready to set up, irom 
any seed house or manufacture • of 
glass houses. The 6 by 3 size is nost 
convenient, and the beginner will find 
that one four-sash frame for a cold 
frame and two two-sash frames for 
hotbeds will meet all requirement}. If 
these are bought ready for use it will 
involve an outlay ot $G4.GO, to vhich 
freight must be added. 


Location is important The land, if 


possible, should slope gently to the 
south; however, any well drained level 
piece will answer, and a windbreak of 
some sort is necessary In the form of a 
fence, a building, an evergreen hedge, 
etc. 
It is well to place the frames 


near the house, for then they are apt 
to receive more attention than they 
otherwise would. The seeds should he 
started early in the garden, where the 
soil is fine and mellow. 


Vegetables suitable for winter forc- 


ing are radishes (globe varieties), cab- 
bages, spinach, corn, salad and caull-

flower. The seedlings, except radishes, 
should be transplanted twice before 
setting out in their permanent places, 
and radish seed may be sown between 
the rows of lettuce, cabbage, etc., aft- 
er they have been set out in frames 
Space the young plants in the frames 
about nine inches apart. 


Where the weather Is mild the first 


crop of lettuce may be matured In the 
cold frame if double glass sash are 
used at night. 
The cabbage, cauli- 


flower and spinach should be trans- 
planted first into the cold frame; later, 
when well started, Into the hotbed 
Dig n pit the size of the' frame and 
two feet deep, getting the lower part 
of the frame into it, providing proper 
drainage; nt the bottom of the pit 
spread a layer of straw to keep the ma- 
nure from the cold earth. 
On this 


spread from twelve to thirty inches of 
fermenting manure, made by stacking 
fresh, loose manure in a long, shallow, 
square topped pile, keeping it moist 
but not wet, and making the fermenta- 
tion even by turning occasionally. 
When tlie manure Is steaming it is 
then ready for use; spread the ma- 
nure evenly, pack it down Tvith a fork, 
leaving it for a few days; before 
tramping It fill all the corners, and 
when warmed up again tramp thor- 
oughly. 
Over this spread the soil, 


containing n large amount of sand and 
humus, and a compost of rotted sods 
•with oue-tuU'd bulk of rotted manure; 
after this has been carefully done the 
bed should be ready for use. 


Essentials to success are stocky 


plants, watering at the right time, 
maintaining of the proper heat, ventila- 
tion, hardening off the plants and 
transplanting. The things to avoid are 
chilling the plants, hot and close at- 
mosphere, crowding, growing plants 
too far from the light, wilting (due to 
too great heat and too little moisture), 
scalding, which occurs when the sun 
comes out after a long spell of dark or 
cold weather. This, in substance, is 
the key to forced but healthy winter 
vegetable growing. 


Rations POP Poultry. 


Too few of our farmers produce the 


rations consumed by their poultry, or 
the sort of feed they produce la not 
adapted to best results with their 
flocks, which ia practically the same 
thing. 


Charcoal, one of the prime essentials 


to successful poultrying, often is miss- 
ing on the farm and if. bought usually 
comes lii^h. Burning old chunks, cobs, 
etc.. and smothering down the flames 
with dsimp cobs or rotten chunks of 
wood will produce one's own charcoal 
abundantly and cheaply for poultry. 


Feeding Corn to Horses. 


For youug horses there Is no feed 


which excels o:its, but for work horses 
corn may be substituted In part or 
even entirely and give good results, 


,ys a writer In Digest. Corn is used 


to a large extent throughout the corn 
belt, and it is especially suited for the 
production 
of energy.

'where flint corn is grown horses find 
difficulty In eating It without previous 
grinding.

MAKES HENS LAY 


Variety of 
feed is what ttlli th* 


winter egg basket. Corn thre« Hme§ 
a day as a rule builds up fatty tlisu*, 
makes hens lazy and reduces profit. 


"Anlmul food, ground food and a 


genrous supply of green stuff product 
the best result for laying 
fowls," 


says J. G. Halpln, head of the poultry 
department of the University of Wli- 
consln. 


The exercise so needful for poultry 


can be provided in winter by working 
the grain ration well Into the litter of 
fresh straw that should be provided 
as a carpet on the feeding floors. A 
good variety of grain should be pro- 
vided, some corn, wheat, oats 
and 


barley lulled together, or fed alter- 
nately, makes a satisfactory ration. 


A grain ration for winter use that 


has given good results at the eiperl- 
ment station farm consist* of two 
parti corn, two parti wheat, on« part 
oats and one part barley. 
. It is recommended that the ground 
feed be placed In a small mash box or 
trough where the hen can have ready 
access to It. The following mixture 
of ground feeds Is considered to be 
quite 
^tisfactory: 
One 
hundred 


pounds bran, 100 pounds middling*, 
](i() pounds giound corn, SO pounds 
malt sprouts, . 
r>0 pounds moat scraps, 


and sufficient salt. 
During the fall

HEN linen tablecloths are dis- 


carded because more darning 
would be unpractical they 
may be turned Into four nap- 


kins, towels and tray cloths. 
The 


four corners of a tablecloth seldom 
or never show any signs of wear or 
tear, so that they may be cut into four 
napkins as large as may be desired, 
hemmed and taken for ordinary use. 


When the napkins are cut out the 


remainder of the cloth forms a large 
sized Maltese cross, which can Me turn- 
ed into towels, two shorter and two 
longer. These will not be as strong 
and lasting as the napkins, yet they 
nrc well worth the hemming. If any 
part of the Maltese cross is too worn 
to make a towel, then the good parts 
may be cut to the size of the various 
trays in the house and trimmed around 
the_edges with good lace which has 
been saved from expensive underwear 


Uiing the Designs. 


Old damask tablecloths may have 


their usefulness extended. One house- 
keeper did it in the following way: 
She saw that the design was an ideal 
one for a picture holder, pillow cover, 
table cover and other things. She Qrst 
made a picture frame, thinking that 
she would trace the damask design to 
the material, pad it and work it the 
usual way, but she finally dei icled that 
it would be easier to work right over 
the damask, thus saving time, insuring 
accuracy anil furnishing the padding 
at the same time. 


So she basted the damask design on 


a piece of light colored satin, covered 
the roses and leaves with the usual 
colors with the embroidery stitch, fol- 
lowing the pattern as carefully as a 
stamped one. 


When all the damask design was 


covered she cut off the exposed dam- 
ask carefully. The satin then present- 
ed an exquisite wreath of roses stand- 
ing out distinctly. As an experiment 
she rnnde a tiny edge of buttonhole 
stitch around the entire outline, not 
catching up the satin. 
This would 


only be necessary when it is difficult 
to cut the damask as close as desired. 
The work was then mounted on a cir- 
cular cardboard and the result was a 
handsome frame. 


Transfer n damask pattern to almost 


any cushion material and you will 
have a dainty cushion and one that 
Isn't the model of jour 
neighbor's. 


There is no limit to the uses and com- 
binations arising from this method. 
Never throw away tray cloths, nap- 
kins or tablecloths of damask no mat- 
ter how much they are worn.

A UNIQUE CLOSET. 


How to Make More Space For Hang- 


ing Clothing. 


A clever closet arrangement made 


by a woman who found too little closet 
room in her small house is an idea well 
worth passing on. 
She had a car- 


penter put up a shelf eighteen inches 
wide by fifty-six inches long aud six- 
ty inches from the floor. Oil top he 
built three hatboxes eighteen iuches 
square, with drop frouts instead of 
covers and snap catch bolts to fasten 
them with. Under tbe slielf lie put a 
wooden curtain pole halfway between 
the edge of the shelf and the wall and 
three inches from the shelf. The clever 
woman herself painted nnd enameled 
the shelf and boxes white, fastened a 
small brass rod around tbe shelf and 
made a curtain of dark blue denim, 
making a cut out applique border of 
the wrong side of the denim, which 
was pale blui, and buttonholing the 
edge with w lite.

quite full, and a few weights were put 
iu the bottom hem to keep the folds in 
place. 


She slipped her best gowns into well

In the kitchen she had the carpen- 


ter build her a window box the width

BRED DAIRY SIRE 


Who can estimate the value of thu 


( pure bred sire of good breeding'either 


I on tbe heul of commou cows or in 


Hie herd of pure breds? In either case 
Improvement must come from the same 
source, through the medium of the 
sire 
When one considers this, the 


importance of the sire is apparent. The 
first step toward advancement is 
through the agency of the sire. 


After six generations, which iu the 


case of dairy cows will be between 
fifteen and twenty years, by the con- 
tinuous use of the pure bred sire upon 
a herd, if the best heifer calves are 
kept for service in the herd, the off- 
spring will possess over 08 per cent 
of pure blood and less than 1 per cent 
of impure blood n-hich its ancestry on 
the dam's side originally possessed. To 
nil intents and purposes the cows from 
the sixth cross of the pure bred sire 
will be as useful as pure brcds, but 
they are not aud can never be pure 
brcds. 
A bull calf from one of these 


cows and by a pure bred sire should 
not be retained for breeding purposes 
An outcross of that kind would tend

nets and lace curtains is to wash them 
'n warm water, not too hot. and the 
3est naphtha soap. To wash them m 
too hot water makes them tender and 
cuus.es the- threads to break. 
After 


washing out the dust in warm water 
soap them aud allow them to stand 
for fifteen or twenty minutes. 
Then 


wash them by hand nnd always wring 
ace curtains carefully through the 
wringer, never by hand. That strains 
:hem and causes them to break in 
places 
Rinse well in cold water, then 


starch with warm starch. If this proc- 
ess does not whiten them, scald bnt 
do not boil them. This is the best way 
to wash fine curtains, especially ecru 
colored.

Enables Person to Remain Afloat 


For Days. 


Hundreds of Inventions for the pres- 


ervation of life In case of shipwreck 
have recently been tested, but what 
seems to be the safest Is a suit which 
takes the form of a combination of 
life-belt and suit made of watertight 
canvas, which envelops the whole per- 
son. 
The suit has sleeves ending In 


gloves, and there Is a port-hole In the 
head, which can bG closed when tho 
weather is rough. 
When this port- 


hole is closed, air enters through a 
tube above the head, this tube being 
so constructed that no watef- can en> 
ter. 


Furnished with this device. It Is 


claimed that a passenger might b<? 
thrown Into mid-Atlantic and live in 
comfort for many days, while waiting 
to be picked up, for the suit can be 
equipped wtih sufficient food and drink 
to keep a shipwrecked passenger alive 
for a week or more. 


A man or woman using tble device 


stands with feet In a sort of bucket, 
which forms the base. 
This bucket 


takea In a certain quantity of water, 
which acts as ballast and keep the life- 
saver and Ita occupant upright. 


Furthermore, the apparatus Is pro- 


vided with a revolver and signal lights 
with which the shipwrecked passenger 
can signal for help by day or night. 
Attached to the apparatus are ropes 
by which two or three people can keep 
themselves afloat if they have not tho 
good fortune to have one of these life- 
saving suits. 


The suit Is the Invention of a Ger- 


man named Gustave Hernrtch, and he 
declares that It will deprive shipwreck 
of all Its terrors In all circumstances.

Not less than 16,000,000 corncobs 


were utilized for the output of 28,171,- 
872 pipes, allowing two bowls to each 
cob, and figuring for those which were 
wasted In the process of manufacture. 


The cobs used by the pipe factories 


were the largest obtainable. Allowing 
100 to the bushel, it took 150,000 bush- 
els ot cobs. It took 380 men and 72

Wawei, a email fortified city Including 
a cathedral, chapels, barracks, dwell 
Ing houses, and courtyards, all sur 
rounded by a high wall with corner 
towera. 
The cathedral crypt Is the 


resting place of moat of the monarcha 
of. Poland. Wawel lately has been re- 
stored. With Its gold, silver, Jewels, 
stained -glass, sculptures, metal carr 
luge, and marbles, the cathedral la c: 
great Interest to ,all students of art 
and history. The great altar Is sup- 
ported by four mawlve columne. 


"The University of Cracow was 


founded In 1364 and grew into a uni- 
versity from a library founded by Casl- 
mlr the Great. In the city square Is a 
stone tablet commemorative of the 
spot where In 1794 Kosciasko aasumed 
command of the Polish army.
